animal that is treated right—in speak 
tug of its death—it is the sheep. There 
is only one thing that doesn t look as 
though death was absolute pleasure for 
the sheep, and that Is right at the very 
•tart of the killing operation. 
'The sheep are driven from the yard* 
hp a long chute, and when they enter 
the pathway a leader sheep puts him­ 
self at their head to take them up into 
the killing room. 
These sheep are 
trained and are nearly always black 
no ihat there will be no mistake made 
and the leader sheep killed 
'This leader takes the animals up the 
chute to a pen that will hold about 
fifty sheep. 
Here n man catches them, 
tw o at a time. and shackles them by 
their hind legs. 
Tills is tile operation 
referred to as the only oue painful to 
tin* sheep. 
Tile animal is then swung on to what 
ts called the Ferris wheel. 
Tills wheel 
Is constantly revolving, and as it roach­ 
es a certain spot flu* sheep are trans­ 
ferred to a track from which they 
hang head downward. 
At that point 
their suffering ceases, for the next 
workman is the man who kills them. 
The killing process is one that Is ab­ 
solutely painless to tile sheep 
Tile 
workman is adept and never m is s e s 
Hie mark at which he strikes. 
With 
a sharp knife in ids hand, he moves 
down the row of hanging animals, aud 
as lie conies to each ono he feels of 
the head just behind tile ears and Ands | 
the point where the bones of the bend 
Jeave an opening, 
in this the knife Is 
thrust and goes through tile head of 
the a iii mn I, completely 
severing on 
both sides a large artery. The sheep is 
killed Instantly. 
Five hundred sheep 
can lie handled every 
hour at this 
point* 
They are then “pated,” an op­ 
eration that consist* of skinning the 
fore part of the head and the neck. 
The next workman ruts through the 
hide on Hie breast and skins just one i 
spot below tile lun k. The fore legs are 
then broken and cut off’ to be sent to 
the bone room. 
The fact that there is a time for ev­ 
erything and one man ti’ do .Inst his 
part and no more is emphasized in I lie 
sheep room w hen one sees Just one 
hind leg skinned by one man and the 
oilier skinned in an entirely different 
operation. 
The sheep is (hen put on 
what is called the endless ch u n 
This 
chain consists of hooks at intervals 
and is constantly moving, making the 
rounds of the room iii about twenty 
minutes. 
Along (Ills chain are the 
workmen, aud as the sheep is p a s s e d 
on (o them by the chain they do their 
work and wait for tile next carcass. 
After the tw o hind leg* Int vc been , 
skinned flip back Is partly skinned and 
the animal is passed oil to tile next 
man 
who is called a "pelter.” 
lie 
grasps the licit Just above tile hind 
legs, and, with a few deft twists of it, 
it is pulled off and the sheep passed 
on to the next workman. 
After being skinned tile Nheep are 
carefully washed and wiped, a new 
towel teeing used on every animal. An 
endless chain is In progress here also, 
for when a towel is used It is thrown 
Into a vat of boiling water, washed 
ii ml put into a drier to be used over 
and over again. 
After the animal lias 
been washed the head is taken off and 
the neck washed in the same manner 
as the rest of the carcass.

That has I teen 
attended to by the Hopi Indians in 
' Arizona. 
Authority for the statement 
is Colonel Hugh L. Scott, F. S. A., 
former superintendent of Hie Military 
academy at West Point and at present 
commanding the famous Third caval­ 
ry, one of the regiments now on duty 
on the Mexican border. 
He had to 
wait three days for tin* wise men of 
the tribes to conjure back the sun. 
Colonel Scott enjoys the distinction 
of being the oui* white man now living 
who thoroughly understands the m ys­ 
terious sign languages of the North 
American indians. 
There is no more 
b elo v ed soldier iii the army, the In­ 
dians being his devoted servitors, and 
when everything else has fulled to set 
tie ii dispute iii which the Indian is in 
vol red Colonel Scott is generally se 
lee ted to settle the matter, and tile rec­ 
ords show that he nearly always suc­ 
ceeds. 


Took Place In Arizona. 
“Tile turning buck of the sun," a 
feat that the Hopis think they have 
accomplished, was witnessed by Colo­ 
nel S c o t t during a recent visit to the 
Hopi villages in northeastern Arizona. 
H e had been sent there on request of 
the department of tin* interior to find 
out why the Holds refused to send 
their 
children 
to 
the 
government 
schools. 
For months the department 
hail been trying to get them to pat­ 
ronize the schools, lait they persistent­ 
ly refused, and finally Colonet Scott 
was called on to deal with tile prob­ 
lem. 
Ile is called "Mole Tequop" by 
j the Indians, which in English means 
“he talks wit ii his hands." 
The colo­ 
n e l'was transferred temporarily from 
the war department to the interior and ' Hitch, 
intrusted with the mission to go to the 
H o p i country and settle the differences 
that had arisen between tin* Indians 
and the "white father" at Washington. 
( 
A few w e e k s ago Colonel Scott left 
Washington aud proceeded by rail to 
Holbrook, Arte., from which place lie 
went on horseback over Hie Painted 
desert to tile Hopi villages. 
After a 
long aud tedious ride he arrived at 
the village where th - head chiefs of 
the Hopis wert' assembled, 
lit* found 
them busy “turning back the sun.” 
They wert* glad and happy t<> meet 
“Molt* Tequop," but even one so belov­ 
ed as la* would have to wait nut ti the 
, ceremonies incident to the control of 
the sun bud been completed, they in­ 
formed him. 
Colonel Scott according­ 
ly postponed official talks until after 
the sun hail been properly attended to. 
Iii a letter to a friend la* tells of the 
interesting ceremony of which he was 
a privileged winless. 


The Indians Like Him . 
“Your letter,” Colonel Scott wrote, 
I "was delivered to me iii the Painted 
'desert of Arizona oil my way back to 
! the railroad station 
from the Hopi 
j towns. 
I wish you could have been 
uloug, for I know you would have en ­ 
joyed It, and you would have got a lot 
♦if interesting information. 
The I lop! 
towns are among the oldest in North 
America, and the Indians are extremely 
primitive. 
"When I visited them they were en 
gaged in ceremonies preparatory to the 
turning bark of tin* sun. I was inform­ 
ed that if they did not attend to this 
for tis the sun would get clear away 
from tile earth and never emne back 
again and 
we 
would 
all 
freeze to 
dent ll.” 
Colonel Scott did not refer to tlu* offi­ 
cial part of ids journey or indicate 
whether h is mission had been s u c c e s s ­ 
ful, 
but from another source it 
is 
learned that ho accomplished all he 
was sent to do and that by now all 
the little Hopi boys and girls are prob­ 
ably busy with the "three Bs," with 
everybody in the Hopi country happy. 
The records 
in 
Washington show 
that Colonel Scott has seldom failed 
to settle any Indian controversy that 
has over been intrusted to him. Three 
years ago a little Indian war seemed 
imminent in the Four Corners section 
of the west, so named because the 
states »»f Colorado, I tall, New Mexico 
and Arizona met there. 
Colonel Scott 
and a sergeant w ent to the scene o f 
the trouble, and iii three days the war 
zone was as peaceable as a New Eng­ 
land village. 
Colonel Scott for a long time was 
governor of the Sula archipelago, in 
the Philippines. 
IL* gained flu* trust 
and affection of Hie Moro* just as he 
has that of the Indians, and when lie 
left the Mores gave him tin* original 
copy of the Koran, which had been the 
most treasured possession of the Mo­ 
hammedan chief priests for more than 
five centuries.
